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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's remarks with respect to the submitted drawing are persuasive. Therefore, the previous drawing 
objection has been overcome. 

With respect to new issues being raised, Claim 15 seeks to delete the word "homogenously" from line 20 without any explanation as to 
how/why the claim as proposed patentably defines over the prior art. See 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(b). While the deletion of the language advanced 
as constituting new matter would appear to obviate the previous new matter rejection, the resultant claim has never been argued on the 
merits with regard to the previously applied art rejection of record, in particular, the only previous argument made was that the claims were 
patentable by reason of the inclusion of the very language now being deleted. It is also noted that the final rejecdtion made it clear that the 
absence of an art rejection was not an indication that the claims were allowable over the art of record upon mere deletion of the new matter. 
Accordingly, the previous art rejection applied prior to the inclusion of the new matter recitation would now once again be applicable given 
the removal of the new matter from the claim if the proposed amendment were to be entered. Since the proposed amendment would 
necessitate a new ground of rejection after final, it is evident that the proposed amendment does not place the application in prima facie 
condition for allowance. 
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
